B. — Second instalment of a grant of 50,000/. for new buildings. 

C. — First instalment of a Government grant of 70,000/. towards the cost of rebuilding necessitous 

national schools 


This would be supplemental to the provision for national education buildings under 
Class I., Vote 14, Public Works and Buildings, Ire lan d. 

D. — Proposed annual charge to meet demands for an increased number of King’s Scholars. 

E. — Amount necessary in current financial year consequent on the reduction from 60 to 50 

in the average attendance upon which Assistant Teachers can be recognised. 

P. — This grant of 7,000/. is in substitution for the grant known as the Science and Art 
Equivalent Grant, which was included in the Estimates for the Department of Apiculture 
and Technical Instruction (Class II., Vote 34) up to 31st March 1905. That grant 
amounted to 3,500/., and is now supplemented by a similar amount to be devoted to new 
schemes instituted since the original allocation. 

G. — Purchase of a dredger. The total cost of the dredger, including spare equipment and 

Naval Architect’s fees, is estimated at 9,800/. Of this sum, 6,000/. was voted and has 
been expended in the year 1904-5. The balance of 3,800/. is now provided, together 
with 500/. for insurance and 1,500/., the provisional estimate for cost of upkeep, &c., 
for 1905-6, after allowing for payments by Harbour Authorities. 

H. — For providing a hopper barge by which the usefulness of the dredger already provided 

would be considerably increased. 

I. — This would be a first instalment of a grant of 75,000/. towards this object. 

J. — First instalment of a grant estimated not to exceed 23,500 /. towards the improvement of 

the line and its equipment. 

K. — This is a first instalment of a proposed grant of 24,000/. to be applied to railway extensions 

from Arigna to Arigna Mines and from Dromod to Rooskey. 

L. — Grant to be expended on the following works as ac present estimated: — 4,000/. in 

lengthening the pier by 50 feet; 2,000/. in raising the surface and erecting a storm wall, 
and 216/. in removing rocks near the quay. 

M. — This is a nominal provision, as legislation will be necessary before any expenditure can 

be incurred. The works proposed are estimated to cost 14,000/., which would be the 
limit of the Gover ument grant. 

N. — This is an instalment in respect of works to be undertaken, and is proposed by the 

Government on the understanding that the total amount of the grant-in-aid will be 
fixed hereafter, and payment will be conditional upon local contributions being forth- 
coming and upon the plans being approved by Government. 

O. — Remuneration to engineers, architects and others employed to make special reports on, or 

to prepare plans or superintend the execution of designs for, any of the schemes 
considered by the Government. 


The expenditure out of the Ireland Development Grant Account will be audited as provided 
in the Ireland Development Grant Act, 1903, but any unexpended balance remaining on the 
account will not be liable to surrender at the close of the financial year. 


* Under section 88 of the Irish Land Act, 1903, sums of 20,000/. and 50,000/., included in Item A., are payable 
unconditionally in 1905-6 to the Congested Districts Board and the Irish Land Purchase Fund respectively. The 
other payments proposed for 1905-6 and the continuance in future years of such as are recurrent are subject to the 
provisions of the section referred to, by which the Development Grant (except 70,000/. thereof for each financial 
year up to 1906-7 inclusive) is made a part of the cash portion of the Guarantee Fund for Land Purchase. 
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
